DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
12/22/2009. Claims 1-3 and 8-12 are currently pending in the application. An action 
follows below: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 8-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to an electrostatic input device for touch input. 
Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features X, Y, and S electrodes 
for measuring input and the specific layout of the S and Y electrodes formed on an 
insulating layer of the input device . The closest prior art, Gerpheide et al. (USPN: 
6,680,731 ) and Asher (USPN: 51 591 59) disclose touch input devices having input 
electrodes on insulating substrates, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
